Law toughens drunk driving penalties 


Most know it is illegal for people 
under age 21! to drink alcohol. How- 
ever, fewer people are probably aware 
that beginning November J, it is illegal 
for anyone under age 21 to have any 
alcohol in their bloodstream when driv- 
ing in Michigan. 

Traffic safety advocates around the 
state are sending the message to parents 
and young people alike that one beer 
can have serious consequences if they 
are behind the wheel. For example, 
while Michigan drivers under age 20 
represented only 6.2 percent of the driv- 
ing population in 1993, they accounted 
for 11.3 percent of crashes involving 
alcohol. 


Alcohol-related motor vehicle crashes 
are the leading cause of death for youth 
who can legally drive. A young person 
under the legal drinking age is nearly 
twice as likely to die in an alcohol- 
related crash as someone over 21. Al- 
though alcohol use increases the risk of 
a motor vehicle crash for all drivers, for 
young drivers the risk begins to in- 
crease at very low blood alcohol con- 
centrations. 


These are sobering statistics - how- 
ever, they are facts we can do some- 
thing about. Already in Michigan, tough 
new anti-drunk driving laws have

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Health dept. alert: infectious hepatitis reported 


Brian L. Youngs, M.D., medical director and health 
officer for District Health Departments No. 3 and 4, is 
informing the public that six cases of infectious hepatitis 
(hepatitis A) have been reported in the Alpena area, one 
case from Charlevoix County, and three cases from the 
Emmet County in the last two months. Dr. Youngs 
wants the public to be aware of the symptoms of hepa- 
titis A, how it is transmitted, and how it is prevented. 

The symptoms of hepatitis A may include fatigue, 
abdominal pain, muscle or joint pain, nausea, poor 
appetite, fever, and vomiting. Urine may become darker 
in color and stools light colored, and then jaundice (a 
yellowing of the skin and whites of the eyes) may 
appear. The disease is seldom fatal and most people 


recover in a few weeks without any complications. 
Infants and young children tend to have a mild illness 
and may have no symptoms. They are less likely to 
develop jaundice than are older children and adults. Not 
everyone who is infected will have all of the symptoms. 

The symptoms can appear from two to eight weeks 
after exposure, but four weeks is the general rule. An 
infected person can spread the virus (contagious perind) 
from about two weeks before symptoms appear to one 
week after the onset of jaundice. Once individuals 
recover from hepatitis A, they probably are immune for 
life. There are no special medications or antibiotics that 
can be used to treat a person once the symptoms appear. 
Generally, bed rest is all that is needed.

The most common route of transmission is person ty 
person spread from fecal contamination and oral inges. 
tion of the virus. The hepatitis A virus enters the body 
through the mouth, multiplies in the body, and is passed 
in the stool. If careful hand washing with soap and water 
is not done, the virus can be carried on an infected 
person’s hands and can be spread by direct contact. or by 
consuming food or drink that has been handled by that 
individual. In some cases, it can be spread by consuming 
water contaminated with improperly treated sewage. Ir 
should be emphasized that hepatitis A virus is not 
normally spread in the usual office, school, or factory 
situation. 

Good sanitation and personal hygiene, particularly 
careful hand washing and sanitary disposal of feces are 
important general measures. The single most effective 
way to prevent spread is careful hand washing after 
using the toilet. This measure cannot be em-phasized 
strongly enough. Infected persons must not handle or 
prepare food during the contagious period. They also 
must not provide care or have intimate contact with 
others while contagious. They must practice good per- 
sonal hygiene and hand washing at all times. Immune 
globulin may be useful in preventing illness in individu- 
als exposed to hepatitis A.

Investment in abilities is emphasized 


To increase awareness of the employability of the 
disabled the Charlevoix - Emmet Parent Advisory 
Council is naming October as Invest in Abilities 
Month. 

People with disabilities need to work for the same 
reasons as the rest of the population. Yet, according to 
Patrick Cannon, executive director of the Michigan 
Commission on Handicapper Concerns, 400,000 
working age persons with disabilities are unemployed 
in Michigan, but not because of a lack of ability or 
desire to work. 

Too many people with disabilities continue to be 
denied the opportunity to compete for jobs on the 
basis of their ability even though hiring the disabled 
is good business sense. Studies have shown that 
handicappers are as productive as non-handicapped 
workers with better safety and attendance records. 

Phylis Haggard, spokesperson for advisory coun- 
cil, believes that the community loses out whenever a 
disabled person is denied employment. The disabled 
have numerous skills and knowledge that are lost to 
all of us when they are not allowed to use them ina 
productive way. 

The disabled want to be able to use their salaried to 
support themselves and their families, spending their 
money in their community. They want to make a 
meaningful contribution to their community, pay 
taxes, buy goods and support local business, the same 
as any of us. 

“People with disabilities do not want handouts or 
make - work,” said Ron Svatora, a social worker with 
the Char-Em Intermediate School District. “What

ing is linked to a host of hazards from heart disease to 
lung cancer, smokeless tobacco is associated only 
with an increased risk of oral cancers. 

Suggesting this switch ts like telling someone to use 
arifle instead of an Uzi. 

As oral and maxillofacial surgeons, we are all too 
Familiar with the ravages of smokeless tobacco. [ts 
devastation is not restricted to the spot in the mouth 
Where smokeless users place the pouch. According to 
the American Cancer Society. “the use of chewing 
tobacco or snuff increases the risk of cancer of the 
mouth, larynx. throat and esophagus and ts a highly 
addictive habit.” 

Some other disheartening information regarding 
smokeless: while cigarette smoking has declined for 
the seventh year in a row, consumption of snuff has 
risen for the fourth consecutive year.And who’s using 
it? More than 22 million persons, age 12 and older 
have used some form of smokeless. Usage among 
high school students is as high as 35 percent, 19 


percent use some form daily, 

ven more shocking, a recent government survey 
found that smokeless users pick up the habit at the 
average age of 9 years old and more than 25 percent 
of users start dipping snuff by age 5. 

So, do we want to suggest thatsmokeless isa better 
alternative’? 

The answer is a resounding no! No, we don’t ant 
an increase in the more than 29,000 cases of oral 
cancer that doctors diagnose each year, No. we don't 
want to increase the number of persons who die as a 
result of oral cancer from 8,000 each year to an even 
larger number. 

And, for those who are among the millions of 
current smokeless users. we advise you to perform a 
self-examination at least once a month and see a 
dentist or oral and maxillofacial surgeon for a yearly 
exam.

Don't burn — recycle yard waste 


It’s that time of the year again - the air smells crisp 
and the temperature has dropped. Leaves are drop- 
ping too, and it is not too early to think about the best 
way to dispose of leaves and yard waste. Burning 
leaves causes air pollution and public health prob- 
lems, and is illegal in many Michigan communities. 
Hauling yard waste to solid waste landfills is not a 
solution either. So what's the environmentally - re- 
sponsible public to do? In a word - mulch! 

“The DNR strongly encourages residents to reduce 
both air pollution and fire hazards by choosing to 
compost or mulch leaves and yard waste instead of 
burning the debris,” DNR Director Roland Harmes 
explained. “Itis a matter of replacing the environmen- 
tal problems of burning and landfilling with the envi- 
ronmentally positive choice to recycle waste into a 
useful product.” 


The best option is to mulch leaves to tiny bits with 
your lawnmower and leave them on your lawn. An- 
other alternative ts to rake and compost the leaves. 
Many communities operate a municipal composting 
program. Check with your local government to see if 
your community offers this service. 


Mulching is actually the easiest method to dispose 
of yard waste. You don’t need to hang around with a 
bucket and hose to make sure your bonfire doesn’t 
ignite the neighborhood as with burning; nor do you 
have to spend your money to pay a trash collector or 
landfill operator for disposal. 


Mulch can be used in flower beds and around 
shrubs, or it can be added to the garden as a soil 
conditioner. It can also be spread (or left) on lawns as 
a top dressing.

That may be true — most 
fund-raisers, including the most lucrative, a booth at 
the annual Freedom Fest — are founded on family and 
friends making the purchases. 

But the EJ Band Parents provide more than just 
financial encouragement to their kids and to himself, 
according to Steggall.
